The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's argument, submitted 9/12/11 were not persuasive. However, the Examiner 
located a reference by Demols et al., J. Pancreas 2003, made of record herein, at pages 49-50, 
that discusses a large number of cytokines involved in pancreatitis, including NF-kappaB, 
MCP-1, MOB-1, IL-8, IP-10, IL-1, and TNF-alpha in addition to IL-6. At Table 1, page 51, 
they show that experimental modulation of acute pancreatitis by use of cj^okine 
modulators/scavengers in the cerulein/rat model is more likely than not to decrease 
pancreatic lesions and systemic complications. Most, if not all of the studies referenced 
therein predate the filing of this application. Although IL-6 is mentioned as being involved 
in pancreatitis, no studies are disclosed that investigated the use of IL-6 inhibitors in the 
treatment of pancreatitis. Thus, anti-IL-6 treatment would more likely than not have 
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beneficial effect based upon the results in the specification using the cerulean model system 
of acute pancreatitis.
